BELGRADE, (AP)—The trial of 
Gen Draja Mikhailovitch moved 
swiftly toward its climax Thursday 
after time former Yugoslav war 
minister's final plea for his life, in 
which he voiced “an absolute hatred 
for the Germans” and denied 
chargé that he had collaborated 
with them 

In a four-hour address to the 
war crimes tribunal before which he 
and 23 co-defendants are on trial 
Mikhailovitch reviewed his career as} 
leader of the Chetniks and asked 
the court “to be fair in its evalua- 
tion of my work.’

Manitoba Accepts 
Dominion’s Offer 


WINNIPEG, (CP)—Premier Garson 
of Manitoba announced Wednesday 
that his province “of necessity must 
accept the dominion’s budget speech 
proposal” for separate fiscal agree- 
ments With the provinces. 

He said Manitobe. welcomed the 
dominion’s willingness to deal with 
the provinces separately. Otherwise 
the refusal of one or two provinces 
to agree would condemn the other 
provinces to the consequences of 
having no agreement at all. Con- 
federation would be a “most un- 
satisfactory relationship” if certain 
provinces had such a powerful veto 
with which so to condemn thie 
other provinces 


Mr. Garson said Canadians should 
understand that the budget speech 
proposal is much less advantagevus 
than the modified proposal muce 
by the dominion to the conference 
in April which was then accepted 
by Manitoba and some other prov- 
inces but rejected by certain prov- 
inces The dominion’'s proposal 
provided a plan for the co-ordina- 
tion of dominion and _ provincial 
policies designed to maximize em- 
ployment and income, and thus to 
reduce taxation as a percetage of 
national income, It provided subs- 
tantially increased federal aid 101 
pensions, social welfare and pubi.c 
health. It gave definite assurance 
of dominion aid to the construc- 
tion of national lfghways = and 
roads to undeveloped resources 
and to provincial and municipal 
public works timed to stabilize 
employment and business conii- 
tions 

These and other benefits have 
been lost by the failure of the con- 
ference to reach a general agree- 
ment The consequences of this 
loss “are serious,” he said
